8.—The co ntest o f 
the Eu ro pean mo ney m arket to retain 
their go ld reso u rces was indicated by 
the simu ltaneo u s actio n» yesterday o f 
three o f the large central banks o f 
Eu ro pe and a call fo r a m eeting to day 
o f the go v erning bo ard o f a fo u rth. 
The Bank o f England adv anced its 
rate o f disco u nt fro m 6 to 7 per cent, 
a rate which has no t befo re been 
reached since 1873. 
The Bank o f 
France adv anced its regu lar disco u nt 
rate fro m 3*4 to 4 per cent, and fixed 
the rate fo r lo ans o n secu rities at 4 % 
per cent. 
The Natio nal Bank o f Bel­ 
giu m adv anced its rate o f disco u nt 
fro m 5V& to 6 per cent, and Dr. Ko ch, 
the go v erno r o f the Imperial Bank o f 
Germany, called a meeting o f the go v ­ 
erning bo ard fo r to day, which is ex­ 
pected to adv ance the disco u nt rate 
o f the bank fro m 6 to 7 per cent. 
These mo v ements in Eu ro pe are re­ 
garded as an indicatio n o f the ability 
o f New Yo rk to co mmand go ld and the 
effo rts o f the Eu ro pean banks to pro ­ 
tect themselv es against this demand. 
Ev en these high disco u nt rates, ho w­ 
ev er, are regarded as insu fficient to 
prev ent the fu rther impo rtatio n o f 
go ld into this co u ntry, in v iew o f large 
credits which are being created by 
the shipm ent o f w heat and co tto n. 
The high rate fixed by the English 
bank is no t expected to entirely ar 
rest expo rts fro m 
Lo ndo n to New 
Yo rk, bu t is co u nted u po n in Lo ndo n

The Lord had given rest uitto Israel 
from all their enemies (xxiii, 
1>; the 
tabernacle had been set up a t Shiloh 
and was still there when Samuel was 
brought as a little lad to minister to 
the Lord in the days of Eli (xviii, 1; 
xix, 51; I Sam. i, 3, 24); Joshua was 
old and felt that his sojourn on earth 
would soon be over, so he called to­ 
gether the elders and officers of Israel 
and rehearsed to them all th at the 
¡Lord their God had done for them and 
bow He had fought for them as He 
jhad 
promised, 
bringing 
the 
record 
’dow n from the days of Abraham to 
the time when he was speaking. 
He 
rem inded them that it was “the Lord 
their God“ who had done it all, using 
th a t particular phrase about fourteen 
tim es in chapter xxiii, and in chapter 
¿xxiv, 1-13, the Lord Himself, through 
ytlosbua, spoke of more than tw enty 
jthlngs he had done for them. 
Joshua 
estified to the faithfulness of God In 
these words; 
“Not one thing hath 
failed of all the good things which 
he Lord your God spake concerning 
’ou. 
All are come to pass unto you, 
nd not one thing hath failed thereof” 
(xxiii, 14). 
Solomon at the dedication 
of the temple used almost identical 
words (I Kings viil, 56), and it is our 
privilege to this day and alw ays to 
litre in the faithfulness of God, re- 
mbering such assurances as I Cor. 
1J9 ; x, 13; II Thoss. Ill, 3. 
Now, in our 
lesson we have the burden of Joshua’s 
art for this people whom he was 
bout to leave, “ Fear the Lord and 
erve Him in sincerity and truth ” 
r<verse 14), and three times the people 
reply th at they will serve the Lord 
<verses 18, *21, 24), emphasizing it in 
verse 24 in these words: “The Lord 
ur God will we serve, and His voice 
ill we obey.” 
Joshua’s declared de­ 
te rm in a tion , 
“As 
for 
me 
and 
my 
house, we will serve the Lord” (verse 
15), and his very strong plea had a 
jgrand result, for we read th at “Israel 
¿served the Lord all the days of Joshua 
¿ n d all the days of the elders that 
/overlived Joshua, which had known 
all the works of the Lord that He had 
done for Israel (verse 31). 
The people 
considered the Lord’s mercies to them, 
saying, “The Lord our God brought us 
ii/p out of the land of Egypt and did 
those great signs and preserved us in 
an 11 the way and drave out from before 
jas all the people: therefore will we 
,/also serve the Lord, for He is our God” 
verses 17, 18). 
Joshua w arned them th at the Lord 
is holy and jealoi'is (verse 19 ), that 
H e will not tolerate other gods, but 
the people insisted that they would 
¿serve Him. 
Note the other six places 
)where he is called jealous—in Ex. xx, 
h; xxxiv. 14; Dent, iv, 24; v, 9 ; vi, 15; 
fNah. 
i, 2—indicating th at 
He 
will 
t zealously care for and defend His 
j own. but He covets His own all for 
f Him self that He may do His utm ost 
for them. 
In verse 22 we learn that 
to serve the Lord means 
a very de­ 
cided stand against ourselves, a de­ 
nial and renunciation of self (Matt, 
xvi, 24; Phil, iii, 3). knowing that in 
us—that is, in our flesh—there dwelleth 
no good thing (Itoni. vli, 18). 
As was 
the custom, a stone was set up for a 
witness, as if it had heard all the 
Avords (verses 26, 27). 
See also xxii, 
26, 27: Gen. xxviii. 18, 22; xxxi. 45-49 . 
^¡iay H -iot suggest to us that “the 
£ ton » of Israel” (Gen. xlix, 24), “the

The empha is in this topic m ust be 
placed upon the word greed. 
Gold is 
right enough in itself and is a wonder­ 
ful 
blessing 
to 
mankind, 
but that 
which needs to l)e condemned is the 
insatiate greed for gold that leads men 
to sacrifice their honor, their friends, 
their reputations and their very hope 
for heaven. 
It is to be denounced and 
preached against. 
For gold Benedict 
Arnold sold his country, Lord Bacon 
his judicial honor and Judas Iscariot 
his Lord. 
Men high in financial insti­ 
tutions have become defaulters, and 
widows and orphans have suffered, 
and men who have had their all in­ 
trusted to their care have lost it and 
have often been driven to despondency 
and despair. 
The astounding and revolting reve­ 
lations in recent years of the financial 
frauds in our political and business 
life have appalled the people. But, a ft­ 
er all, there is more honesty in the 
world than the average man imagines. 
We only hear the stories of the com­ 
paratively few rascals who defraud 
the public, ruin banks and deceive the 
people in various ways to satisfy their 
greed for gold. 
Of the vast thousands 
who honestly fulfill their trusts, who 
honestly acquire a fortune, not a word 
is said, and therefore we think often 
that there is no honesty in the world; 
th at every rich man is a scoundrel. 
Moreover, it is a serious question If 
we have not taken a wrong attitude in 
dealing with m an’s desire for gold. 
It is practically a universal desire. 
Few men would refuse a fortune. 
Gold 
lias Its value, and to despise It is to 
show a spirit of hypocrisy or of fool­ 
ishness. 
It can be used as powerfully 
for good as for evil. 
Gold plays a prominent part in every 
phase of life—the individual, home, 
church and state. 
It erects our hos­ 
pitals, asylums, philanthropic homes, 
and makes possible the necessities and 
comforts of life; hence it does seem 
th at the keynote in relation to money 
should be its proper accumulation and 
its proper use. 
Tirades and denuncia­ 
tions should have little place in deal­ 
ing with such tremendous problems. 
Men need instruction in finding the 
proper solution of their attitude to­ 
w ard the natural craving for wealth. 
Honesty in acquirem ent should be em ­ 
phasized, and the dangerous results of 
dishonesty should be made prominent. 
Furtherm ore, men should be taught 
th at the greatest joy in gold is n ot, 
simply the use of It for self, but for 
the good and happiness of others. 
But, after all Is said, gold has its 
dangers. 
The desire for It is great 
and often turns to a sinful greed, 
w hether a man has much or little. 
It 
is the love of money, a false, insatiate 
love of it, th at is a root of evil. 
The 
poorest may sinfully love It as well as 
the richest of men. 
Thgre are several serious facts that 
should warn us against a sinful greed 
for gold: (1) It’s uncertainty. 
“Labor 
not to be rich, * * * for riches cer­ 
tainly make themselves wings.” 
Noth­ 
ing of great importance in life Is so 
uncertain as riches. 
In a moment, in 
a day, our money may take wings. 
Should we set our hearts wholly and 
absolutely 
upon such 
an 
uncertain 
factor in our lives? 
(2) The sinful 
greed for gold may lead us to take a 
false attitude tow ard Christ. 
It did 
so with the man who came to Christ to 
ask Him to divide the Inheritance. He 
saw in Christ a petty judge instead of 
a mighty Saviour. 
The rich young 
man who came to Christ could give 
up all for Him but his money, and In­ 
stead of following Him he went away 
from Him. 
I low many are kept from 
Christ iMvause of their evil love for 
money and their evil use of it! (3) The 
sinful greed for gold leads us to over­ 
rate its value. 
Gold will do much, but 
it won’t stive the soul or feed it. 
This 
was the mistake of the rich fool in 
Christ’s parable. 
He thought he could 
feed his soul on material things. 
lie 
said, “Soul, thou hast much goods laid 
lip for many years—eat, drink and be 
merry,” as if tlie soul could be fed on 
his much goods. 
Only Christ, the 
bread of life, can satisfy our souls. 
All the gold and all earth’s other treas­ 
ures cannot save or support the soul. 
Make no mistake in thinking th at it 
can do so in your case.

There are some strange things con­ 
nected with the mission work of the 
Christian church for the conversion of 
the gentile world. 
First, it is a very strange thing that 
men are so divided in opinions and in­ 
terests and are so antagonistic to each 
other. 
Race prejudice is very strong. 
Peace, harmony and mutual helpful­ 
ness seem entirely reasonable, yet the 
most advanced nations are the most 
heavily armed and prepared for war. 
Brotherho<Kl is much talked of, but 
does not exist to any great extent as 
yet among the nations. 
Reason does not yet 
hold control in 
hum an affairs, nor does righteousness. 
It is hard to see how the welfare of 
men can be secured unless both right­ 
eousness and reason shall rule. 
Men have been and are as much at 
variance and strife in religious m atters 
as on any other subject. 
Perhaps no 
subject has caused more enmity than 
this. 
There has been a multitude of dif­ 
ferent religions first and last, each 
with some truth in it. yet most of them 
far from teaching the essential truth 
which should unite men in a brother­ 
hood of peace. 
One religion has such a brotherhood 
as the clearly defined goal toward 
which it Is working. It is the aim of 
God to bring together in one all things 
through Christ. This is the belief of 
Christians. 
This is the m eaning of 
that ancient promise to Abraham. It 
was the belief of the greatest of the 
Hebrew prophets. The universal king­ 
dom of God among men, established 
on righteousness, justice and mercy, 
was the vision of Isaiah, whose trum ­ 
pet voice rings loud across the ages 
with the proclamation of the Messiah’s 
kingdom calling in the gentiles as well 
as Israel. 
It was difficult for an Israelite after 
the times of Ezra and Nehemiah to 
have much toleration for the gentiles. 
It was so hard for the Jew ish Chris­ 
tians who had been with Jesus all His 
life to understand how a gentile could 
be saved th at a vision had to come to 
Peter and miraculous descent of the 
Holy Ghost liefore they could tolerate 
the thought. 
The church has been long aw aking 
to the fact of God’s intention to save 
the gentiles and still slower In arous­ 
ing herself to fulfill her mission In 
carrying the gospel to all mankind. 
There are signs of brightness now 
which give promise tha^t before long 
the church will aw ake to a fuller con­ 
ception of God’s will and her privilege 
j 
toward the gentile world. 
We as Leaguers need to keep con­ 
stantly before our minds our respon­ 
sibility in this regard and priiy with 
j 
firmer faith and fuller comprehension ; 
our 
daily 
petition, 
“Thy 
kingdom 
come.” 
We m ust work to bring in this king- ; 
dom in business, social life, religion 
and government and in every sphere 
of hum an effort. This is our task. Let 
us realize it and accomplish it.

RABBIT’S CLEVER STUNT. 


How Ho Lures Dogs to Death— Many 
Valuable Anim als Killed. 
A wise old jack rabbit that lives in a 
field close by the Colorado and Wyo­ 
ming 
stone 
quarry, 
near 
Trinidad, 
Colo., recently lured over half a dozen 
dogs to death in two weeks, says a 
Trinidad correspondent of the Denver 
Times. 
Persons who have seen several of 
the dogs leap to their death say that 
just as sure as the dog goes to sniffing 
around In that field the old jack rabbit 
gets within sight of him and invites a 
chase. It races away, with the dog in 
pursuit, the rabbit always leading the 
chase straight to the stone quarry, one 
side of which drops straight down a 
precipice a hundred feei* to the bot­ 
tom. 
As the old rabbit 
nears the 
quarry he quickens his speed, making 
leaps to within a few feet of the edge. 
When he is so close that the next 
leap would carry him over the edge of 
the precipice he quickly springs aside. 
There is nothing on the surface to in­ 
dicate to the dog the yaw ning gulf 
ahead. 
Grass and cactus grow right 
up to the edge. 
W hen the rabbit 
jum ps aside the dog, unable to check 
his speed, liounds over the precipice 
and goes tumbling tow nw ard end over 
end, alighting upon the sharp edged 
rocks at the bottom. 
Upon the rocky floor the skeletons of 
six dogs were found a few days ago 
by the old quarry keeper, who was 
roaming over the quarry. This discov­ 
ery cleared up the dog mystery that 
has perplexed citizens of Jansen for 
some weeks. Some very valuable rab­ 
bit dogs are among the dead.
